OWASIPPE HONOR BOOK 


In your Scouting activities during 
the past year you have been practicing 
your Scout skills in preparation for 
summer camp. Now the big day has final- 
ly arrived and you are at Owasippe ready 
to do some real camping. 


On your own you can earn any of 
several camp merit badges during the 
period. 


On your own you can also earn a 
CAMP NUMERAL. Every Scout attending 
Owasippe looks forward to receiving one 
on the last night of the period. 
Proudly he has it sewn on his right-hand 
shirt pocket ........ you can tell an 
Owasippe old-timer by the numerals he 
wears. 


But the proudest Scout is the one 
who earns a BORDER STRIP, because he 
not only knows his stuff but has used 
it in his hiking and camping. He be- 
longs to a unit that has real spirit, 
whose members work together as a team, 
and whose leaders get things done. 


BORDER STRIPS may be earned in 
Aquatics, Campcraft, Voyager, Hiker 
and Nature. 


These BORDER STRIPS are placed 
around the outside edge of the Owasippe 
Scout Reservation emblem which you may

purchase in the camp trading post, and 
in Chicago from the Boy Scout Service 
Center. 


The Scout who has all of the five 
BORDER STRIPS is an old-timer who has 
done things and been places...all honor 
to him. That, together with the Eagle 
Badge and membership in the Order of 
the Arrow, is a sign of an excellent 
Scout. 


Before you can qualify for a 
BORDER STRIP, you must earn a CAMP 
NUMERAL. Only one numeral will be 
awarded during the camp season. 


The first numeral and BORDER STRIP 
will be given free. The CAMP NUMERAL 
is awarded only after you pass the 
numeral requirements. 


Additional strips may be purchased 
at the camp trading post and in Chicago 
from the Boy Scout Service Center upon 
presentation of this booklet, properly 
signed. The Owasippe Scout Reservation 
emblem may be purchased by any camper. 


When a Scout has passed most of the 
requirements for the various BORDER 
STRIPS, the particular camp department 
is authorized to substitute some camp 
experience of equivalent value in the 
same field of interest.

Take a three day hiking and canoe 
trip using the following route: 


Scouts from Big Blue Lake will leave 
after breakfast, have lunch on the 
trail (Red) to Cisco Rollaway, pick 
up canoes and paddle to one of the 
Diamonds for supper and breakfast, 
and then paddle to the point where 
Cleveland Creek enters the White 
River. Then paddle up the Cleveland 
Creek to Wolverine Lake (portaging 
from Russell Road to Wolverine Lake) 
and to Deuces Wild or Eagles' Nest 
Site (Lunch en route) for supper and 
breakfast. Return to portage point 
and drop off canoes. Hike to Owasippe 
Lake Camps (lunch en route) to Forty 
Acres for supper and breakfast. 
Return after breakfast to Big Blue 
Lake with lunch en route. 


Scouts from Owasippe Lake will hike 
to Big Blue Lake (lunch en route) and 
overnight either at Wilderness (see 
Wilderness Director) or at Diamond 2, 
for supper and breakfast. Lunch 
en route to Cisco, pick up canoes, 
paddle to Diamonds for supper and 
breakfast. Paddle to Cleveland Creek, 
up creek to Russell Road, portage to 
Wolverine Lake, paddle to Deuces 
Wild or Eagles' Nest Sites for supper 
and breakfast (lunch en route). 
Return by canoe to Wolverine Damsite 
and hike to Owasippe Lake with lunch 
en route. 
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Prepare a log of the trip and submit 
a copy to the Section Camp Director.
